GANANOQUE. 

Gananoque  is  an  incorporated  town 
situated  on  the  Gananoque  river,  at  its 
confluence  with  the  St.  Lawrence  river 
and  on  the  short  branch  road,  the 
Thousand  Island  R.  R.  connecting  with 
the  G.  T.  R.  4  miles  north  in  Leeds 
township,  Leeds  county,  32  miles  south 
west  of  Brockville,  the  county  seat, 
and  18  miles  from  Kingston.  Ganan- 
oque is  well  known  as  a  manufacturing 
centre,  having  excellent  water  power 
from  the  Gananoque  river  which  flows 
through  the  centre  of  the  town.  It  has 
agricultural  implement  works,  flour 
and  planing  mills,  handle  factory, 
rivet  works,  foundry,  spring  and  axle 
works,  nail,  hinge  and  hardware  man- 
ufacturers, in  operation  Granite  of 
good  quality  is  quarried  in  the  vicinity. 
There  are  many  fine  streets,  beautiful 
residences  and  public  buildings,  four 
large  churches,  high  school  and  three 
public  school  buildings,  customs  house, 
post  office,  and  other  places  of  note. 
The  towrn  is  equipped  with  electric 
light,  two  large  and  powerful  pumps 
with  a  system  of  pipes  for  fire  service, 
market  and  fire  hall,  many  miles  of 
granolithic  sidewalks,  and  all  modern 
conveniences.  As  a  summer  resort 
Gananoque  excels  most  other  places. 
Pure  air  and  pure  water  abound.  The 
steamboats  of  the  R.  &  O.  N.  Co.  and 
other  lines  plying  on  the  lakes  and 
river  St.  Lawrence  call  regularly  here. 
Ferry  daily  in  summer  to  Clayton, 
N.Y.,  9  miles  south  calling  at  Thou- 
sand Island  Park,  Alexandria  Bay.  It 
is  close  to  the  finest  of  the  Thousand 
Islands  and  in  easy  communication 
with  all  outside  points.  The  Island 
Parks  are  but  a  few  miles  distant,  and 
boats  can  be  taken  to  different  points 
almost  hourly.  The  hotels  and  board- 
ing houses  in  town  afford  first-class 
accommodation,  and  half  a  mile  from 
the  station  is  Tremont  Park  and  a 
little  further  on  the  new  Hay  Island 
House,  two  summer  resorts,  offering 
homelike  comforts  to  all  in  search  of 
rest  and  recreation.  Nearly  all  the 
islands  near  Gananoque  have  cottages 
and  other  improvements.  Many  of 
these  are  for  rent,  ana  some  of  the 
proprietors  take  boarders.  .  The  chan- 
nels between  these  islands  are  very 
attractive,  and  days  may  be  spent 
among  them  without    going  further 


than  three  miles  from  town.  The  fish- 
ing is  the  best  of  any  on  the  river. 
Black  bass,  pike  pickerel  and  muscal- 
longe  are  more  abundant  than  at  any 
other  point.  Experienced  oarsmen, 
with  boats  and  tackle,  are  always  in 
readiness  for  an  engagement.  Ganan- 
oquene  and  summer  visitors  have  for 
a  number  of  years  enjoyed  the  privi- 
leges afforded  by  the  enterprise  of 
the  Gananoque  Yacht  Club  in  the  erec- 
tion of  their  commodious  club  house 
and  docks.

Nothing 
daunted,  he  cleared  away  the  original 
forest  and  planted  apple,  chestnut, 
walnut  (sweet  and  English)  and  other 
trees,  which  have  in  considerable 
numbers  spread  along  the  river  bank. 
Lansdowne  is  located  on  the  G.  T.  R. 
in  Lansdowne  Township,  Leeds  Coun- 
ty, 22  miles  west  of  Brockville,  the 
county  seat.

PRESCOTT. 

This  important  town  was  founded 
by  Colonel  Edward  Jessup,  the  place 
being  laid  out  in  town  lots  in  1810. 
About  that  time  William  Gilkinson 
purchased  four  plots,  where  the  cen- 
tre of  the  town  now  stands.  Mr.  Gil- 
kinson built  a  wharf  and  warehouse, 
and  entered  actively  upon  business  as 
a  forwarder.  The  place  soon  assumed 
an  important  position,  in  consequence 
of  its  being  situated  at  the  head  of 
the  rapids,  and  at  the  lowest  point 
upon  the  river  to  which  large  boats 
could  be  brought  with  safety.  In  1834 
the  place  was  incorporated,  public  af- 
fairs being  under  the  control  of  a 
board  of  police.  In  1847,  the  board  of 
police  gave  place  to  the  town  council, 
the  mayor  being  then  elected  by  the 
council.  The  first  mayor  elected  by 
the  people  was  Major  B.  White  in  1850 
he  also  occupied  the  civic  position  in 
1852-55-59.  The  principal  street  boasts 
a  beautiful  town  hall,  erected  at  a 
cost  of  $40,000,  the  upper  floor  being 
used  as  an  opera  house.  Near  at 
hand  is  a  commodious  market,  fitted 
with  the  latest  conveniences.  A  num- 
ber of  fine  business  blocks  grace  the 
street,  which  would  be  a  credit  to  any 
city.  Many  of  the  private  residences 
are  models  of  taste  and  architectural 
beauty.  Fort  Wellington  was  built  in 
1812,  and  during  the  war  was  strongly 
garrisoned.  It  was  the  objective  point 
in  the  campaign  of  1838,  the  intention 
being  to  seize  and  retain  it  as  a  cen- 
tre from  which  the  army  of  invasion 
was  to  be  dispatched.  The  original 
building  was  of  timber,  but  it  was  re- 
built in  stone  in  1837-38.  The  Wind- 
mill is  situated  on  Windmill  Point,  a 
short  distance  below  the  town,  and 
known  to  all  readers  of  Canadian  his- 
tory in  consequence  of  the  important 
part  it  played  in  the  battle  fought  be- 
tween the  invaders  and  the  loyal  Can- 
adians in  1838.  It  was  erected  by  a 
West  India  merchant  named  Hughes, 
in  1822.  In  1873,  it  was  converted 
into  a  lighthouse.  Prescott  is  an  in- 
corporated town  on  the  river  St.  Law- 
rence, on  the  G.T.R.  and  at  the  south- 
ern terminus  of  the  St.  L.  &  O.  line 
C.  P.  R.,  in  Augusta  township,  Gren- 
ville county,  12  miles  east  of  Brock- 
viile  the  county  seat.  The  town  con- 
tains five  churches,  public,  high  and 
separate  schools,  town  hall,  opera 
house  and  public  library.  The  city  of 
Ogdensburg,  N.Y.  lies  directly  oppo- 
site Prescott  on  the  south  bank  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  river,  and  a  ferry  runs 
every  hour  during  the  day  time  the 
year  round,  and  there  is  also  a  rail- 
way ferry  in  connection  with  the  Utica 
and  Black  River,  the  Rome,  Water- 
town  and  Ogdensburg  and  Lake  Cham- 
plain  Railways.  All  river  and  lake 
steamboats  call  at  Prescott.  It  has 
two  banks  and  two  weekly  newspapers 
The  Journal,  weekly,  G.  W.  Mason  & 
Son,  publishers,  established  in  1847, 
liberal;  and  The  Messenger,  weekly, 
Mr.  F.  B.  Barkley,  publisher,  estab- 
lished in  1855,  conservative.  This 
town  is  also  the  location  of  the  regis- 
try office  for  the  county  of  Grenville, 
and  Dominion  light  house  supply 
house.  Its  chief  industries,  emery 
wheel  factory,  casket  factory,  lumber 
mill,  brewery  and  distillery,  as  well 
as  grain  elevator.

This  township  was  originally  set- 
tled by  lumbermen,  who  were  attract- 
ed to  that  quarter  by  the  large  quan- 
tity of  pine  and  other  valuable  timber 
found  in  close  proximity  to  the  stream 
whose  outlet  is  the  Ganauoque  River. 
At  an  early  date,  spars  and  masts  of 
great  value  were  cut  and  taken  to 
Gananoque.  The  erection  of  an  iron 
furnace  at  Furnace  Falls,  now  (Lynd- 
hurst)  gave  an  impetus  to  the  settle- 
ment. wrhich  was  subsequently  increas- 
ed by  the  erection  of  flour  and  lumber 
mills  at  the  same  place.  The  comple- 
tion of  the  Rideau  canal,  touching  the 
municipality  at  Seeley's  Bay,  laid  the 
foundation  of  agricultural  prosperity, 
by  furnishing  an  outlet  for  produce.

NEWBORO. 

When  the  construction  of  the  Rideau 
Canal  commenced,  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  cut  a  canal  through  a  narrow 
neck  of  land  known  as  the  Isthmus, 
which  separated  the  waters  of  the  Ri- 
deau from  Mud  Lake.  The  work  was 
a  rock  cutting  of  considerable  magni- 
tude, and  its  execution  brought  to- 
gether a  large  number  of  laborers  and 
eventually  gave  rise  to  the  present 
village.  The  Isthmus  is  the  height  of 
land  on  the  Rideau  canal,  the  water 
from  that  point  descending  to  King- 
ston in  one  direction,  and  to  Ottawa 
in  the  other.  In  1876  the  village  had 
grown  to  such  a  size  that  it  was  con- 
sidered expedient  to  create  a  new 
municipality.  By  a  special  act  of  the 
local  legislature  it  was  incorporated, 
Wesley  Preston  becoming  the  first 
Reeve.  The  first  house  was  built  by 
David  Stevens.  Mr.  Denny,  father  of 
the  late  James  Denny  of  Bastard,  kept 
the  first  store.  Colonel  Kilborn  erect- 
ed the  mills,  owned  by  the  late  John 
Chaffey.

WESTPORT. 

Westport  was  named  by  Avon  Cham- 
bers and  Lewis  Cameron.
